to the garrison. It was difficult to 
persuade the civilians of the neces- 
sity of submitting to martial law .

The devotion of nurses and wo- 
men was generally most marked." 


Referring to the requests of news- 


papers for 'messages Colonel Baden-

ID spite of all the precautions that 


have been taken, the perfect sanitation 
of the city, the fine natural drainage, 
the cleanliness of the streets, Hong- 
kong is one of the most unhealtbful 
spots on the globe. With its tropical 
beat the lofty peaks that half encircle 
it catch the clouds that the rapid 
evaporation create, and they 
are 


squeezed like a sponge, the floods of 
rain pouring down ID streaming tor- 
rents. 


The houses lack light, although they 


are built as well as they could be, with 
perforated ceilings, through which the 
air circulates, admitted from openings 
pierced by the outer walls. The floors 
are brilliantly waxed, carpets, owing 
to the great dampness, being dispens- 
ed with. The great difficulty is to se- 
cure light and proper ventilation. The 
Streets are very narrow and the tower-

(rasa, but the ground is green with 
moss, just as it grows in damp, shady 
places In cooler climates.

dentials conferring diplomatic powers 
upon them the del'egwte»'have purposely 
refrained from presenting them in ordet 
to avoid a dislocation of their plans foi 
the future. Havtnjg had reason to an- 
ticipate the declination of- the United 
States government to intervene in be- 
half of their republic*, and having thus 
failed in the primary object ot their 
•mission to the United States, it is sur- 
.mteed that the delegates' refrained from 
endeavoring to establish a diplomatic 
character in order to reduce the liability 
to interruption in the propaganda they 
are about to conduct in the country at 
large. 


Although the "United States govern- 


ment has, beyond doubt, the power to 
stop this propaganda at any point and 
dismiss the delegates from the United 
States, yet it can be stated that there ia 
no likelihood of any suoh action being 
taken so long as the agitation is con- 
ducted by private individuals. But it 
Is said at the state department, the pre- 
cedent established in the case of Genet, 
the agent sent to this country by French 
revolutionists, would require the gov- 
ernment to pewnptorHy stop the proa«- 
eutlon by fully accredited diplomatic 
agents of a belligerent nation of efforts 
to aid their cause within the United 
States through public demonstrations. 


It is evident that the delegates made a 


d«ep impression upon the officiate of oui 
government with whom they came in 
contact, and it is said that it was only 
the plain demands of neutrality as laid 
down in Secretary Hay's response to the 
Boer representations that prevented tha 
return of an answer that would have 
been much more satisfactory to them. 
The delegates %ere disappointed at tha 
response mad* by Secretary Hay, indi- 
cating that up to the last moment thej 
fiad cherished a hope' that the United 
States government would be favorably j 
moved. 


Now, 
however, that the answer is re- 


turned, it is expected that the delegates 
will go at once about the second branch 
ot their business and begin a series of 
mass meetings and pub-He demonstra- 
tions in the principal cities of the United 
States with a view to .affecting public 
sentiment and perhaps Indirectly in- 
fluencing the terms of the peace which 
will conclude the present war. It is 
gathered that the Boers are ready to 
make any concession if the British will 
but allow them independence, and they 
hope that the American people will bring 
such moral pressure to bear upon ths 
English that this object can be at- 
tained. 


Meanwhile it is the opinion in official 


circles here that the prompt action of 
the state department in dismissing the 
Boers' application for intervention has 
Indirectly gone far toward bringing 
about a speedy termination of the South 
African war. It is assumed that the 
delegates here will find some means to 
communicate the unfavorable reception 
of thfir appeal to Pretoria.

VESSEL IN NEW YORK BAY. 


tlacle Baa* Grants Few HeanerU For 


Pa*»tm on tbe Revenue Cutter* 
•Which Go Out to Meet tbe Steam- 
ship* Froxa EBro0e*n Port!. 
When it is generally-understood, as it 


generally is not, that fully 300 persons 
make application daily in season for 
passes to board incoming ocean steam- 
ers from revenue cutters and that not 
more than 2 per cent of the requests 
•re granted, it muy be understood bow 
valuable the treasury department con- 
siders these privileges. The occurrence 
Is rare, bnt is nevertheless legal for the 
master of the ship for which a pass 
calls to refuse to permit the holder to 
board his ship. All revenue cutter 
passes are issued by tbe collector of 
the port and must be countersigned by 
the surveyor. The revenue of every 
country on dutiable personal effects! 
depends for its volume on tbe ability j 
of the customs authorities to have 
them duly listed and taxed on arrival. 
In tbe event of a promiscuous granting 
of cutter passes it would be possible 
for a certain dishonest element that ia 
to be found under every sun to moet in- 
coming friends down tbe bay and sur- 
reptitiously bring ashore at the pier 
valuables purchased abroad. 


The treasury department trusts few, 


a fact that has increased Uncle Sam'a 
revenue a great deal, as the majority of 
the boarding officers know. Recently 
the holder of a pass boarded a White 
Star liner and was approached by a 
passenger to whom he was a perfect 
stranger. The latter said: 


"I understand you are connected 


with so and so. I have a small pack- 
age here that I would like to take 
Ashore. There is nothing dutiable in it, 
but you understand how the govern-1 
rcent piles It on. I will meet you at 
the head of the gangway when I get 
my luggage released, and I will take 
the package from you." 


Not only did this pass holder not take 


the package, but the first thing he did 
upon landing was to point out tbe pas- 
senger to a member of the surveyor's 
staff, who very promptly demanded 
and received the package. It contained 
jewelry of all descriptions. That an 
tmautboiteed person may not get on 
board an Incoming craft in advance of 
the customs officials the following ia 
attached to every pass that is issued 
for the revenue cutter: 
"This permission is understood to be 


subject to the assent of the master of 
the steamship and of the health officer 
as guardian of tbe public health, and 
boarding; is strictly forbidden until aft- 
«r the customs officers are in charge, 
according to the following extract from 
the passenger act, 1882: 
" 'Section 9. That it shall not be law- 


ful for tbe master of any (such) steam- 
ship or other vessel not in distress aft- 
er the arrival of the vessel within any 
collection district of the United States > 
to allow any person or persons except a 
pilot, officer of the customs or health I 
officer, agents of the vessel and consuls 
to come on board of the vessel or to 
leave tbe vessel until tbe vessel has, 
been taken in charge by an officer of 
tbe customs nor after charge so taken 
without lea-re of roch officer»unfn all 
the passengers with their baggage, 


v 
have been duly landed from,_tbe ves- 
sel.' " 
When the revenue cotter pass system 


was originally introduced^ nobody in 
the governmentiemplojf seems to know. 
In the old days it v*as the custom to 
meet relatives and friends back from 
an ocean trip on tbe pf er beads. Tbe 
revenue cutter pass Is a simple piece of 
paper in itself, but is tbe study of 
many years and countless number of 
practical officials. Tbe manner in which 
It is obtained, the demands made upon 
Its bolder, the restriction* M to its use 
and its composition In a*_ry way axe 
the zesntt of Innumerable revisions of 
passes that have preceded U tolng the 
last 20 years, and it now omits nothing 
that will protect Uncle Sam, as It really 
should do. 


A few yean ago It was possible foe 


tU sorts of idlers to gain admission to 
» pier while tbe passengers of «. ship 
from foreign parts were landing> This 
had been the practice for some years,

practice* the treasury department re- 
cently nude a new rale that admission 
to a pier daring tbe docking of an in- 
coming steamer could be obtalnafl by 
aid only.

Is not trans- 
ferable anA must bear the name of tbe 
bolder, the signature of tbe steamship 
company and tbe Indorsement of tt» 
collector of tbe port. Tbe perfection 
me the cotter pass system as to transfea 
may to appreciated when it is stated 
that tbe beneficiary of tbe pass must 
affix bis name to tbe pass on receiving 
It at the custom bouse and again when 
be boards tbe cutter at th« Battery.

WHERE PRICES ARE STEADY. 


The Mountain Dealer Objected to a 
Fall For RellKioM Reaiona. 


"That reminds me indirectly," said 


the other drummer, "of a yarn I heard 
lately over in South Carolina told at 
the expense of a peculiarly guileless 
old chap who keeps a little crossroads 
store up in the mountains. Everybody 
wears boots in that part of the country, 
and, as the story goes, the old fellowi 
had been buying his stock for many! 
years of a manufacturer in a big city 
not 1,000 miles away. He paid $6 a 
pair for his boots when he first went 
into business, and the maker had con- 
tinued charging him the same figure 
year after year regardless of the fact 
that thfe market price had been steadily 
going down. The old storekeeper, se- 
cluded from the world in his mountain 
home, never dreamed that he was be- 
ing fleeced and took pride in paying his 
bills with clocklike punctuality. 


"At last, when that grade of boots 


was quoted at $2.50, the manufactur- 
er's conscience smote him, and be de- 
cided to make amends. So he wrote 
the country merchant, saying that 
there had been a considerable decrease 
in the price of leather, and he was glad 
to state that he would be able to let 
him have the last lot of boots he order- 
ed at $4 a pair.

Sheep In Spain. 


In Sppin there are some 10,000,000 of 


migratory sheep, which every year 
travel as much as 200 miles from the 
plains to the "delectable mountains," 
where the shepherds feed them till the 
snows descend. These sheep are known 
as transhumantes, and their march, 
resting places and behavior are regu- 
lated by ancient and special laws and 
tribunals dating from the fourteenth 
century. 


At certain times no one Is allowed to 


travel on the same routefas the sheep, 
which have a right to graze on all open 
and common land on the way and for 
which a road 90 yards wide must be 
left on all inclosed and private proper- 
ty. The shepherds lead the flocks, the 
sheep follow, and the flocks are accom- 
panied by mules carrying provisions 
and large dogs which act as guards 
against tbe wolves. The merino sheep 
travel 400 miles to tbe mountains, and 
the total time spent on tbe migration 
there and back is 14 weeks.—Spectator.

tucky. The Goebel law is a partisan 
election law. It is possible under It for 
the legislature to put in office the can- 
didates of the majority party of the 
legislature without regard to the will 
of the people as expressed at the polls 
It Is Kentucky's business to see that 
this !• remedied, or to put up with it 
U she doesn't care to bother about it.

Beckman for the governorship of Ken- 
tucky will beat the record for hot con- 
tests. If there won't be as much 
shooting in the Blue Grasa state as 


, there ever was in a rebellious Philip- 


pins province the piophets will miss 
their guesses.

A gentleman who lives in the Blue 


Grass and who bag been a very ex- 
tensive traveler has a silver service so 
magnificent fn design and heavy In 
weight that its peers In the whole

•f one band. The owner IB even now, 
when past middle age, a "good fellow," 
who loves conviviality, and no game is 
too hazardous for him if he ha* the 
•mount of the stakes. He takes pleas- 
are in telling the history of his serv- 
ice, as it concerns the most audacious 
game of chance he ever witnessed. 


"When I was In, Bolivia some years 


ago," be always begins, "I got in with 
a crowd of men, English and natives, 
whose passion for gambling knew no 
bounds.

It waa shortly after 10 o'clock when, 


at the conclusion of the last course. 
President P. J. Mahoney of Division 
4, rct-ng as toastmaster, rose to intro- 
duce the first speaker. By thia time 
the gallery was filled) with spectators, 
most of whom stayed! through the ex- 
cellent program of speaking. This oc- 
cupied till about 12.30, .axd everyj toast 
was one of noteworthy interest.

was an occasion notable for Its enthu- 
siasm, every speaker being gn^aeted 
with great applause, and with frequent 
bursts of applause 'toning the toasts. 
A pleasing feature of the program was 
the playing by the orchestra of a few 
strains of some air just as each sneak- 
er was introduced. 


Mayor E- S. Wilkinson was first 


called; upon, his .toast being "North 
Adams." That the mayor was a'fa- 
vorite with the delegates was shcm-n 
in the ovation to him, and he made an 
effective speech in the way of adver- 
tjistog North Adams. After several 
humorous stories, he began to boom the 
city in a way that will cause the dele- 
gates to ga to their homes with a 
very comprehensive idea of the ad- 
vantages of the convention city. He 
spake of It as a community of work- 
ers, where there was no room for Idlers, 
and" where a large proportion of the 
residents have homea of their Own. He 
dwelt on the location, saying that if 
the delegates had come in over the old 
mountain road they would have be- 
lieved that there was no way to get 
out again, and while now there were 
easier methods of leaving than; over 
the mountains, North Adams didn't 
mean to lot people gefout of th« city, 
unless it was to bring their families 
along after them. 


Thomas F. Cassidy of Adams was the 


second speaker, responding: to 
the 


toast, "The commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts." Mr. Cassidy explained that 
he had been called upon at rather short 
notice to frike the place of City Soli- 
citor Ashe, who had been called away. 
He delivered an eloquent address, sofng 
over the history of the commonwealth., 
and enumerating the sons of the state 
who had carried influence in the na- 
tion. He paid a glowing tribute to 
Senator George F. Hoar, the ereat com- 
moner and statesman, which was 
greeted with cheering. In conclusion 
he said, "May we ever make it our 
aim and glory to keep Massachusetts 
where she ever has been, in the van- 
guard of civilization;-and the champion 
of human rights." 


The first solo on the prosram was 


by John Fallen, who sang "The holy 
city" in a way that reached tfie sym- 
pathies of the audience and called for 
a very] emphatic encore. On returning: 
to the stage he sang "Once more we 
meet." 


Rev. Charles E. Burke answered to 


the toast, "The church." 
Rev. Fr. 


Burke gave a powerful appeal for the 
church, and was heard with marked 
attention. He spoke of it as a divine- 
ly appointed institution, carrying out 
the greatest mission ever given to man, 
that from Christ when he said to his 
disciples, "Go and preach to all the 
world." From the time when he made 
Peter the head of the church, he has 
always had a representative on earth, 
the head of the great Catholic church, 
through whom comes all divine- guid-- 
ance. The church takes us in infancy 
and cares for all our needs with its 
various sacraments. Everything that 
God can do for the human soul is thus 
conferred by the church, Vftty 
then 


should we not love herffi as a tender 
mother? In closing he said, the dele- 
gates to this convention have conferred 
an honor upon the city In choosing this 
as the place of meeting, and may God 
in his mercy and tenderness shower on 
each one of you his choicest and sweet- 
est blessings. 


John A. Ryan of Boston responded to 


the toast, "The Irish race In America," 
and spoke eloquently of the part (hat 
Irishmen have taken in the develop- 
ment of the country. The story of the 
achievements of the Irish race in this 
country is the marvel of the world, he 
said, and then he briefly reviewed that 
part that had been taken in the wars 
and civil history of the nation. In 
years to come, he said, we will prove 
ourselves more worthy even than be- 
fore of American institutions and their 
privileges.

for them to deliberate:upon. 


On the reconsideration of the rejec- 


tion of the bill to prevent women and 
minors from working between 6 and 
10. p. m., the vote waS:4G yeas to 100 
na:^a The roll-call was refused. 


Mn. Blood of Fitohourg urged the 


house to reconsider ifs rejection of the 
bill to amend the employers' liability 
law for the benefit "«f employes. But 
after a short speech .-the house voted 
him down by 37 yeas to 80 nays. Sim- 
ilar action was taken on. the subse- 
quent motion of -Mn. Blood to reconsid- 
er the. rejection of a similar ball. 
. Then came the bill which was partly 
flebatea the day before to give the 
benefit of doubt to the-.employe in case 
of death by accident,-and to make it 
the presumption ithat he was in the 
exerciee of due care and diligence. By 
a roll-call of 82 yeas.jto 97 nays, the 
house refused to order the bill to a 
third reading.

?-- Mr. Davenport) <^f Geenfleld gave 
notice of an amendment to the fire- 
cracker bill, so that it shall not take 
effect till :October 1,-19(50. 


Without debate, the house ordered

A pro-lfoer meeting, xv.ch a represen- 


tative of the Boer envoys now in this 
country, was held in the Adams ojwra 
house last evening, under the auspices 
of the Irish, French and German so- 
cieties of Adams. The attendance was 
not as large as had been anticipated, 
but the meeting proved an interesting 
one. 
On the platform were seated: 


Lawyer T. F. Casaidy, Peter Powers, 
Paul 
Erum, 
Louis 
Lamororeaux, 


Charles Stoeber, Theodore Koehler and 
the two speakers, Philip Louter Wes- 
sels of Washington, D. C., a Boer rep- 
resentative, and Robert McKeown of 
Pittafleld. 
Lawjter Cassidy presided 


and O"ened the meeting by briefly in- 
troducing the speakers. 
Music was 


furnished by the Germania bania. 


Mr. Wessels was the first a.nd chief 


speaker. He began by referring to his 
pride in his Boer birth, and, he save 
a brief story of his own familv and his 
life. His address was largely on his- 
torical lines, giving the Boer story of 
the unjust growth of British demands 
on his country. He told of the early 
pilgrimages of the Hollanders and of 
their first settlement at Tableland 
mountain. He denied the accusations 
of writers who said they were barbar- 
oua and uncivilized, and said they were 
always of honest 
principles, hard- 


working farmers an-d cattle rangers. 
He told of the troubles encountered 
through the barbarous natives, yet 
claimed that the Boers were always 
friendly to the natives. 


He denied the statement that the 


Boers enslaved the natives, and said 
Englishmen sold them to the Boers at 
suction. .'He spoke of the emancipa- 
tion, end claimed England never paid 
the remuneration promised. He spoke 
of the Kaffir and Zulu wars and the 
battle of Majuba, and referred to tEe 
monopolist Cecil Rhodes and Sir Alfred 
Milner. 


He claimed England, by her tyranny 


amd unjust taxation and inhuman 
treatment, drove the honest farmer 
Boers from place to place, until the 
oppressed took their stand , in tfie 
Transvaal. He sooke of the unjust 
seiaure of the diamond and gold fields. 


He next referred to the unwillingness 


of England to submit matters to arbi- 
tration, and claimed that she was 
landing her troops m Boer territory 
when the Boers were suing for peace, 


He spoke of Boer valor, and said 


that they.were fighting for home, tvives, 
children and libertr. He said that the 
Boers, no matter what their calami- 
ties might be wouldL never bo subject- 
ed again.- He referred xo English rule 
and tyranny ever since the establish- 
ment of the empire, and the war of 
the rebellion and her oppression of 
Ireland. 


He appealed to the United States and 


her liberty-loving 'people for assist- 
ance, and asked that sne might inter- 
fere and order that the most unjust 
war ever waged cease. His closing 
words were stirring and filled with en- 
thusiasm and evoked much applause. 


Following Mr. Wessels Mr. McKeown 


of Pittsfield. was introduced. He spoke 
strongljl in favor of the Bqers, de- 
nouncing1 the war in South Africa as a 
war for commercial profit only. He 
said he was a descendant of a British 
subject, but not in accord -with the 
leaders 
in 
the 
present 
war 


against the 
Transvaal 
and Free 


State. 
Something must be radically 


rotten when the two leading nations 
of the world cannot settle their dlffi- 
erences without the sword and gun. 


During his speech he scored the 


Transcript for an editorial on the Boer 
delegates which stated that they were 
transgressors. Both the great political 
parties of this country were also round- 
ly scored. The reason why the United 
States does not interfere Is because 
there ie no sight of any gain for the 
capitalists. Commerce and profit alone 
are recognized. He appealed for influ- 
ence, morally and politically, to change 
the conditions of things. The way to 
stop such a war as the present is to 
destroy the present commercial sys- 
tem.
